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HE MANITOBA RAILWAY DEAL. 

The deal which the Manitoba govern- 
ment has concluded with the Oanadian 
Northern provides that 

The government leases from the 
owners the 354 miles of Nortbern Paci- 
fix lines in Manitoba for 99 years! at 
$210,000 2 year for the firat ten years, 
$225,000 a year for the second ten 
years, $270,000 a year for the third 
ten gears and $300,000 a year for the 
remainder of the term, vith the 
privilege of purchase at any time for a 
lump sum of $7,000,000, They sub-let 
these lines to the Canadian Northern 
for the same period on the same terms, 
for the same cash payments. 

The government guarantees four per 
cont jnaterest for thirty years on! the 
bonds of the Rainy River section of 
’ the Canadian Northern, about 300 
miles, at $20,000 a mile, and takes over 
first mortgage bonds to that amount. 

The government had already guaran- 
teed the bonds of the Souittheastern and 
Dauphin sections of the Canadian 
Nortbern, some 400 miles, at $8,000 a

The Canadian Northern gives a three 
cent a mile passenger rate over all its 
lines within the province, end hands 
over absolutely to the control of the 
grovinee for a period of thirty years 
the freight rates from’ point to point 
within the provinces and between pro- 
viscial points and Port Arthur. 


The company also gives up its pres- 
ent exempitions from taxation within 
the provinee, after the year 1905, 

Agrees to fay a tax up tcl two per 
cent of the gruss earnings of ity lines 
in Manitcba and 

Gives the opiion to the government 
to ‘buy, out its lines during\ the year 
1929 at their par valuia as a going con- 
cern... : ‘ 

Looked at in a general way and tak- 
ing for granted. that all parties to the 
agreement wil] do their parts towards 
carrying it owt in good faith, it would 
eeem that Manitoba has hit upon a 
preseat working basis for a solution 
of the railway problem where new 
lines are to be constructed. A new 
country requiries rajlwa'ys to develop 
it and somebody must pay for those 
Yailways. Our trouble in Canada is 
not that we have to pay for, oar rail- 
ways, but! that we have to payiso 
much more than they actually cost, 
and that we have tc do so without 
avly control over the rates charged for 
railway services, The Manitoba gov- 
erpment by assuming responsibility 
for the initerest on the cost of the 
roads becomes entitled to fix ihe rates 
to be charged. This is fair to the in- 
vestors whose money built the rail- 
ways, and who do not care where their 
interest comes from so long ag _ it 
comes: anid it is fair to’ the people of 
the province who can claim rates to 
suit themselves so long as the inter- 
est payments are kept up from what- 
ever source, This arrangement, sup- 
posing the amount of bonds guaran- 
teed, to be fair, cuts at the ruct and 
heart of the railway difficulty by pro- 
viding for the building of the ruads on 
a basis) of cost. instead of on! the basis 
of possible or prospective earning pow- 
er. ‘Up to the conclusion) of thia deal 
Canadian railways have been syste 
matically bonded on their prospective 
earnings without regard to their cost, 
and as a consequence effective regula- 
tion of rates would in many cages mean 
confiscation of the property of the 
bondholders. 

The total financial responsibility. as- 
sumed by the Manitoba government 
is roughly about $600,000 a year, be- 
ing four per cent interest on $8,000 a 
mile of say 400 miles of the Southeas- 
tern and Daupbin sections; four per 
ment on $20,000 a mile four 300 miles 
of the Rainy River section and an aver- 
age lumy) sum of say $225,000 a year 
being less than four rer cent interest 
on $20,000 a mile for 354 mijes of the 
Northera Pacific lines. By the pay- 
ment of $600,000 a year the province of 
Manitoba becomes .-entitled to such 
rates over 1,200 miles of rai]way:as will 
Fay reasonable costs of Operation, 
Not only so, buit the right to fix rates 
over the 1,200 miles of jing for’ which 
the proviace pays, practically gives 
power to fix rates on al] competing 
lines—say: 2,000 miles in all—for which 
the province does not pa'y a cent. - 


Of course it is not the expectation 
of any. of the parties to the agreement 
that the rates will be fixed sc low as 
net to meet the yearly liability. The 
company expects to be allowed to earn 
enough to pay the obligations incur- 
red and the government no doubt ex- 
pects them to do so. The legitimate 
advantage of the deal to both parties 
is that the company gets the loan of 
the credit of the provinve to compiete 
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its system, and the pirovince is snswired | thet moadgoly in the provinss; and 


against the Over bondiny of the roads. 
In getting control of rates the prov- 
ince gets eli that it could get with ab- 
solute ownership while the road has 
the advantage of be'ng wader a prarti- 
cal business, instead of under a foliti- 
ma ment. The ultimate suc- 
re of the deal depends of course! on 
the fairness with which the parties act 
towards each other. It would be pos- 
sible for either one to queer the other 
bout as both the province and the com- 
pany are interested in the success of 
the project it may reasonably ba sup- 
posed that both parties wil] play fair 
to their very great mutuai benefit. 
That the principle of the deal is fair 
to both parties must be conceded, but 
the fairness of the principle depends 
to some extent on the fairness of the 
details. If the amount of bonds as- 
sumed, or the rate of initerest to be 
paid, is excessive the deal would be 
unfair to the province to that extent. 
The Rainy River section is certainly 
very expensive, being through a region 
of rock and water. Possibly $30,000 
a mile is not an excessive egtimaterof 
cost. On that supposition the company 
was allowed bonding privileges to that 
amount per mile. Ihe total govern- 
ment bonus received on this section ‘ig 
$10,400 a mile. The deal fuactically 
limits the bond issue on this section to 
$20,000 a mile, which may bs taken to 
be the net cost to tha company, The 
paving in the luad to be carried by this 
section of the road as a result, of the 
deal is therefore four per cenit, on (the 
difference between the amount of 
bonds which the company was author- 
ized to issue and the amgpunt asgumed 
by the Manitoba governibent, a matter 
of $10,000 a miie, or $120,000 a year, 
which, although in the first place pock- 
eted by the promoters would ultimate- 
ly have had to come out of the pockets 
of the yatrons of the road in extra 
freight charges. 
The payments on account of the lines 
leased from the Northern Pacific is no 


jaterest on what similar roads could 
now be laii down for, as they, all run 
over level prairie; but bonds to-that 
amount were standing against the 
road, and it was only by providing for 
these bonds that the roads could be 
acquired. Possibly it was better to 
gay tho higher price and take ove a 
going concern than to make a smaller 
outlay and degend on building up a 
new, business, where the existing facil- 
ities were sufficient for al] purposes. 
Besides the Northern Pacific constitut- 
ed such competition as the province 
possessed. The property was for sale, 
and if the Manitoba government did 
not take it no doubt the 0.P.R. would 
be willing to do so and thereby cut 
out the opportunity thus given for ths 
government to get into a position, to 


|} evem discuss reduction or control of 


rates, The Northern Pacific lines were 
the key of the situation,—the lever by 
which terms could be secured, and 
therefore had to be secured even: at 
the price. 

In the cage of the Daugbin and 
Southeastern sections the deferring of 
the right of foreclosure waS a ‘neces- 
sary accompaniment of government 
control of the rates. It would be non- 
sense for a government to expect ab- 
solute control of rates and. still retain 
the gower to foreclose its mortgage if 
the rates did not permit the earning 
of interest on the bonds, 

The giving up by the company of 
twenty-five years exempition from 
taxation of Jand and rai]way property 
is certainly an advantage to the frov- 
inke, and as wel] the agreement by the 
company to pay taxes on gross earn< 
Logs. 

This bargain marks the beginning of 
a new era in the dealings between gov- 
ernments and railway companies in the 
newer parts of Osnada at least; but 
probably its most nove] and startling 
as wel] as satisfactory feature is that 
it introduced the element of effective 
competition west of Lake Superior. In 
the preliminary negotiations the 0, P. 
R. figured as competitors of Mackenzie 
& Manoa in offering terms for securing 
rontrol of the Northern Pacific lines, 
So keen was the competition that for 
tha firat time the C. P. R. came to the 
point of specially offering a ten cent 
rate on grain between Winnipeg and 
Lake Superior to ba reached by grad- 
ual reductions in five years. Bujt it 
west much farther. It offered sub; 
stantial reductions on salt and coal go 
ing east. It offered to tha govern- 
ment control of loca! rates within the 
Province. and it offered to beild a num. 
ber of short butt needed local branches 
without assistunbe. and al} this with- 
out any assumption of responsibility 
by the government. The only favor 
asked by the company not a reduction 
is the tax at present ievied on its earn- 
ings from two to one per cent, 

It is quite possible that so far as 
immediate and direct resuits are con- 
cerned the offer of the C. P. R. would 
be better for the Manitoba government 
as a government, But in as much as it 
was made for the especial purpose and 
would necessarily have had the result 
of riviting monopoly stil] more tightly 
on Manitoba, by ensuring’ the killing 
off of a rival enterpirise, it was not as 
good for the provinice as a province. By 
accepting the offer of the C. P. R. the 
province would have secured certain 
specific and important benefits at prac- 
tically no direct cost: which might easi- 
ly bea a better bargain than the longer 
possible benefits which may |e secured 
under the present deal at the price of 
the responsibility that bas been ag- 
sumed.

SEA RE ca, 
THE KING'S SPEECH. 


The speech of King Edward on the 
opening of the first parliament under 
the new reign was as follows: 


My Lords aad Gentlemen: 


I address you for the fitst time 
at a moment of natignal sorrow, 
when the whole country is mourn- 
ing the irreparabie loss we have so 
recently sustained, and which has 
fallen with peculiar severity on my- 
self. My beloved mother, during 
her loag and glorious reign, has set 
an example before the world of what 
a monarch should be. It is my earn- 
est desire to walk in her footsteps, 
Amid this public and private grief, 
it is satisfaciuory to me to be able 
to assure you thui my relations with 
the other powers conilinue friendly. 

The war in South Africa is not yet 
entirely ierminated, but the capi- 
tals of the enemy and his principal 
lines of communication are in my pos- 
session and measures have been tak- 
en which will, I trust, enable my 
troops to deal effectually with the 
forces by which they are slill op- 
posed. I greatly regret the loss of 
life and expenditure of treasure 
due to the fruitless guevijla warfare 
maintained by Loer partisans in the 
former territories of the two repub- 
ics, Their early submission is much 
to be desired to their own ‘interests, 
as until it takes place it will be im- 
possible for me to establish in those 
colonies institutions which will secure 
equal rights for all the white inhabi- 
tants and provection and justice for 
the native population.” 

The speech then makes reference to 
the war in China and troubie in ‘Ash- 
anti. The devation of Canada and 
the oiher colonies is particularly gra- 
tifying to the King. The usual refer- 
ence to estimates is directed to the 
House of Commons, with the intima- 
tion that the civil list will sam re- 


vision.

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STORING ICE FOR DAIRY PURPOSES. cribbed 


By J. W. Mitchell, surt. N. W. T., 
Creameries. 

In dealing ‘with this subjeat, the 
storing of ice for dairy rurposes, I 
should like in the outset to briefly 
dwell ugon the characteristics. of 
our creamery sysiem in order to in- 
dicate bow dependent the success of 
our daire industry is upon the work of 
our creamery patrons and what need 
there is of providing means for the 
proper care of the milk aud cream, at 
the farm. 1 

Where « country is closely popu- 
lated, as is the case in much of On- 
tario and many States of the Un- 
ion, the creamery patrons send their 
milk to the creamery to be separ- 
ated by means of a large power 
separator. Under ch a system 
the patron hasthecare of the milk 
only, and this for just a few hours 
at most. Furthermore, as each 
gatron’s milk is delivered in a sep- 
arate can the buttermaker has the 
acceptance or rejection of each lot 
of milk offered, and bas an oppor- 
iuuity of judging of the kindof 
work each patron is doing, and of 
advising with him, when necessary, 
Jou thea care of his milk; and as the 
maker bas, in addition, the cream- 
ing of tho milk, and the care and 
ripening of the cream, he is respon- 
sible in a large measure for the flav- 
or of the butter. However, under 
the system that we must adopt in 
this more sparsely popuiaied coun- 
try—the cream gathering system— 
the gyatroas become a much more 
important factor in determining the 
the butter than is the rpat- 
von of a separator creamery; since 
ha has not only ibe care - of the milk 
bat aleo the creaming’ of it and, the 
care of the cream for a considerable 
time afterwrrds. 

I have intentionally confined my- 
self to the question of flavor, first, 
because it is the goint affecting the 
butter with which he has most to 
do, and in tie second place because 
flavor is the {first and great coasid- 
eration with both consumer ani buyer, 

The best market in 8B. C., the 
one we are trying to hold, is a very 
fastidious one. Whiie it is willing 
to pay good prices for good goods 
it doss uot want inferior food pro- 
ducts ot apy price, We can satisfy 
it. Let us make every effort to please 
and hold it. 

While masy of our creamery ysat- 
nous are spyiplying a fine quality of 
cream, others, through ignorance, 
carelessness, or lack of 
for keeping their 
properly, furnish cream that. to put 
it mildly, can easily be improved 
upon, With manly it is the lack oi 
proper facilities. The worst of it is

Some. may prefer 
a square wel] with a bow init toa 
round one with cribbing, A cellar 
is not cool enough fcr keeping 
cream properly for creamery pur- 
poses, and there is great danger of

I would specially mention as being 
unsatisfactory, and that is codling 
it in o taun& ordarrel. the water-of

We would appeal to every patron, 


who has not as yet provided 
suitable means for keeping his 
cream, to do go beiore the coming 
season.

should certainly store ice. I shali 
briefly outline two iifferent _meth- 
od@s of storing ice, namely jn am ice 
house or ina shallow well, 

One method is to store it in an 
ioe house or roum. The walls need 
not be elaborately poustructed. A 
the wall of a single ply of lumber 
wilt do very well, although where 
lumber is used it will make a better 
wall to board ug inside the stud- 
ding gouth and west sides. To store 
ten or twelve tons—and it is not ad- 
visable to store jess—you will need 
a room about twelve feet square 
and six feet high. Bank it well to 
prevent air from getting in below. 
On the ground small poles, 
and over these a foot or mcrad of 
straw, pack the ice closely and fill 
all spaces with finely broken ice or 
anow. Leave a space of not less 
thaa 15 inches between the ice and 
wall for fine straw or chaff prefer- 
ably the latter, and put a foot, or 
more on top of the ice. Where saw 
dust is obtainable use it. Some re- 
port splendid results from using 
sods instead of straw. Of comrse the 
ice would noed t o be washed before 
using. Where this plan of storing 
iee is adopted it is necessary io 
have a smal] milk-room in whieh 
to place a small tank tu hoid_ ice 
and water for cooling the cream, 
Never allow. the ice in the tank +to 
all melt before replenishing the 
supply.

The annual meeting of the [;dmonion 
District Butter & Cheese Manufactur- 

| ing asSociation was held in the town 

| hall bere Saturday, about 25. being 
present.

C. Nairn, butter maker of the Ed- 
monaton creamery, being called upon, 
stated that he did not think the gov- 
ernmmeat would meet the wishes of the 
asSociatioa in regard to the half cent | 
rate for bamliog cream. They appear- 
edto think they had sujported it 
enough already. The creamery, he 
said, should be making 2,000 lbs. of 
butter a day. At Innisfail they have 
not as big a district and hava been 
making 1,500 Ibs, a dav. Even in :win- 
ter the creamery is doing well. They 
are clearing 24c to Yc 2 Ib, 

The president was in favor of a mo- 
tion asking the government to-collect 
the cream and charge the patrons for 
the hauling. He believed there was 
glenty of cream in the country if it. 
could valy be got.

FROM CHIPEWYAN. 

Colin Fraser, trader of Chipewyan, 
arrived from the north on Saturday 
accompanied by Thos. McClelland and 
several dog drivers. Mr. Fraser left 
Chipewyan on the 16th February, with 
two dog teams, and made the trip with 
sixteea days travelling. Two trains 
were sent back, with drivers, from Lac 
La Biche, to take the mailir, At Fond 
Du Lac about thirty nati,es have died 
from an unknown sickness, supposed to 
be la grippe: At Chipewyan there are 
cases of chicken fox, Several children 
at the Roman Catholic niission have 
got it but there are no bz0. cases and 
no one has died. Thera is.n0 starva- 
tion in the north, so far 2: known, as 
rabbits and rats are plentiful. Cariboo, 
also, are im wnusual numbe-s this year. 
From Fort Smith the Indians go out 
anc, get any number of them. One 
lake, known\,as “Long: lake” is literal- 
ly black with the animals, the Indians 
describing them as likeaigto{ worms 
in appearance, At Chipewyan the plen- 
tifulness of fish has the effect of stop- 
ping any possible starvation. There is 
little or mo fur at Chipewyan. Foxes 
used to be plentiful, but this year only 
four silver onés were taken, On the 
way out tracks of the cariboa fwqre 
seen close up to Lac La Biche. Mr. 
Fraser did not bring his fur out, leav- 
ing it until the boats come out im the 
spring. He returns north with fresh 
supplies, at open water.
